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REPORT. 


General Registry Office, Adelaide, March 27th, 1882. 
Sir—I have the honor to present a report of births, deaths, and mar- 
Ylages registered in the year 1881. 
The number of births amounted to 10,708 (males 5,522, females, 
5,186) ; of deaths, 4,012 (males 2,223, females 1,789); of marriages, 
2,308. 


The addition to the population by natural increase, or excess of births, 
is 6,696, which is 346 above that of 1880. 


BIRTHS. 

The births, 10,708, are the highest registered in any one previous 
year. They exceed those of 1880 by 446. The birth-rate per 1,000 of 
the population is 37°11. This comparatively low rate (that of the pre- 
ceding year being 38°81) is accounted for by the numerical addition to the 
population given by the last census. The population of Australia proper, 
on July Ist, is estimated at 275,202, and the birth-rate 38-90. 

The births in the district of Adelaide numbered 3,247—an increase of 
103 above those of the preceding year. There is an increase of 70 in the 
district of Hindmarsh ; of 50 in Port Adelaide; of 35 in Daly; of 28 
jn Grey ; of 19 in Barossa; of 20 in Angaston; of 29 in Kapunda; of 
46 in Gilbert; of 26 in Burra; of 67 in Frome. In the district of 
Clare the births are less by 52. 

In the first quarter of the year the births were 2,585; in the second, 
2,689; in the third, 2,848; in the fourth, 2,586. The September 
quarter, which in the last year had a secondary place in numbers, has in 
this year resumed its customary position as highest in the quarterly 
divisions. 

In this year the births of boys numbered 5,522—of girls, 5,186; the 


former being 836 in excess of the latter. The proportion of boys to every 
100 girls is 106. 


DEATHS. 

The number of deaths amounted to 4,012. Those of males were 
2,223; of females, 1,789. The number of deaths in 1880 was 3,912. 
The excess above that number in the present year is 100. 

The death-rate is 13°97 per 1,000 of the population. The death-rate 
per 1,000 of the population of Australia proper is 14°55. That of males 
is 15°42 per 1,000 males; that of females, 13-64 per 1,000 females of the 
population respectively. 

The deaths of infants under one year are 1,864 (males, 746 ; females, 
618). The deaths per 1,000 of the whole number of deaths registered is 
339'9—those of males being 185-9; of females, 154-0. The proportion 
of deaths under one year of age to the number of births is 127°4. 

In the following table the rate of deaths at the specified ages relatively 


to the 1,000 persons living at those ages as enumerated in the census of 
1876, and that of 1881, is given :—

From the above it would appear that the deaths of infants (male and 
female) under one year of age relatively to the number living at that age 
in 1876 and 1871 have extensively decreased. There is also a lessening 
in all ages, with the exception of the period under five years and under 
forty-five and fifty-five years respectively, when the death-rate of 
females has increased. 


The deaths—1,150—were most numerous in the first quarter of the 
year. They exceed those of the corresponding quarter of 1880 by 58. 
In January the deaths were 392; in February, 370; in March, 388. 
The deaths of the second quarter are but 53 below those of the first ; they 
are 92 in excess of those of 1880. In April the numbers were 377; in 
May, 369; in June, 351. In the third quarter there were registered 
831 deaths, the lowest number in the quarterly divisions of the year. 
They are below those of 1880 to the extent of 120. The lowest number 
recorded in any one month is in September, when they were reckoned at 
248. This is 144 below that of January, when the greatest mortality 
occurred. ‘ The deaths in July were 299 ; in August, 284 ; in September, 
248. In each of these months the deaths are under 300. In the 
December quarter the deaths increased to 934, which are 104 above those 
of the immediately preceding three months. Under each of the months, 
October, November, and December were numbered 258, 301, and 375 
respectively. The lowest number of deaths in any one month was in 
September (298), the highest in January (392). The mortality in the 
three consecutive months—August, September, and October—is notice- 
able as less than that of any like period in the year, reaching to 792. 


In the district of Adelaide the deaths were 1,718. 
above those of 1880. The proportion to 1,000 of the whole number 
registered is 428°2. In 1880 and 1881 respectively, the deaths were—in 
Hindmarsh, 142 and 162; in Port Adelaide, 226 and 260; in Daly, 324 
and 315; in Grey, 84 and 117; in Barossa, 81 and 103; in Angaston, 
76 and 66; in Kapunda, 116 and 109; in Gilbert, 109 and 89; in 
Burra, 123 and 100; in Clare, 281 and 247; in Frome, 232 and 259. 


In the City of Adelaide the deaths were 912. They were 59 less than 
in the preceding year. In the census of this year the population of 
Adelaide is reckoned at 38,385. The death-rate 23°76 per 1,000. The 
deaths of infants under one year of age amounted to 221. In 1880 they 
were 263. There is thus a lessening of 42 in this year compared with 
the preceding year.

The population of the suburbs within a radius of ten miles is estimated 
at 64,062. The deaths in the suburbs amounted to 982. The death- 
rate is computed at 15°33 per 1,000. 


The population of the City of Adelaide, and of the suburbs, amount to 
102,447. The deaths in both together were calculated at 1894. The 
death-rate for Adelaide and the suburbs combined is 18°48. The 


death-rate per 1,000 of the population of the province, exclusive of that 
of Adelaide and the suburbs, is 12°26. 


Causes of Death.—The distribution of these, with the rate per cent. of 
each class to the whole number registered, is as follows :—

Zymotic Diseases—The greatest number of deaths under this class 
are from diarrhoea, from which are recorded 277 deaths. The season in 
which the mortality of this disease was most excessive was in the March 
quarter of the year, when it reached 125. In the June quarter the 
deaths had diminished to 72. In the September quarter but 8 deaths 
took place; in the December quarter they had increased to 72. The 
highest number in any one month appeared in February (45) ; the next 
in January (44); the lowest in July (1). The fatality of this disease is 
intimately associated with temperature, a high temperature being 
attended with a high number of deaths. The mean temperatures of 
January and February was 73:5 and 71:0 respectively. The mean tem- 
perature of the month of July was 41°6. 


From dysentery resulted 67 deaths, an increase of 20 above those of the 
previous year. ‘There were 85 deaths from typhoid fever, an increase of 
22. Deaths from measles have increased from 9 to 72. Scarlatina has 
decreased from 105 to 58; Diphtheria, from 93 to 58. Croup has 
18 less. 
mortality from diphtheria and from scarlet fever. 


Constitutional Diseases.—The deaths from these amount to 538, and are 
but 3 in excess of those of the preceding year. Cancer has increased from 
74 to 91. In the order tubercular diseases, and from phthisis, are 
registered 274 deaths, those of males and females being equal. The 
difference is but 1 from those of 1880. The greatest mortality was in 
December (31) ; the least in June (15). In nine of each of the months of 
this year the numbers were above 20. 

Local Diseases —The number of deaths under this division is 1,605, 40 
per cent. of the whole number registered. From diseases of the nervous 
system were 528 deaths, 177 being ascribed to convulsions (148 those of 
children under one), 106 to diseases of the brain generally, 76 to apoplexy, 
and 70 to paralysis. Deaths from diseases of organs of circulation 
were 218, of which 186 were from disease of the heart. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs.—The deaths numbered 500. Those 
of bronchitis were 227, and ranged from 33 in July to 6 in February ; 
87 deaths occurred in June, July, and August; 112 of the whole number 
were those of children under one year. 

Under Diseases of the Digestive Organs there were 267 deaths, including 
51 from disease of the liver, 44 from peritonitis, and 38 from enteritis. 

Under Diseases of the Urinary Organs the deaths from nephria were 
23; from kidney disease, 18. 


The deaths ascribed to it have a tendency to fluctuate with the | 


Developmental Diseases.—From these the deaths were 691. Those of 
children were 193; of adults, 57; of old people, 169; the premature 
births were 92; teething, 80. Deaths from childbirth were 56, from 
metria 7, which, together (62), give a rate of 5:9 per 1,000 children born. 
From old age 169 persons died. This division includes the ages from 
sixty-five years to 100. At the ages eighty and upwards were 52 deaths. 
The deaths of males were 27 more than those of females. 


The deaths from atrophy and debility were 270; those of infants under 
1 year amounting to 229. These last vary from 34 in March to 11 in 
November. 

Violent Deaths.—The deaths from violence are 233. Those from 
fracture and contusion are 85 (males 76, females 9) ; burns and scalds, 
28 (males 7, females 21); drowning, 43 (males 30, females 13). Of the 
34 suicides registered 31 were those of males, 3 of females. The deaths 
were most numerous by hanging (12)—males 11, female 1. ‘ 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of persons married is 4,616. There is an increase of 34 
above those of 1880. The marriage-rate is 16 per 1,000 of the population. 

Of men who married, 2,308, there were 2,069 bachelors, 89 per 
cent.; and 239 widowers, 10 per cent. 

Of 2,069 bachelors, 1,954 married spinsters, 84 per cent.; and 116 
married widows, 5 per cent. 

Of 239 widowers, 140 married spinsters, 58 per cent.; and 99 married 
widows, 41 per cent. 

Of 2,308 women who married, 2,094 were spinsters, 90 per cent. ; 
and 214 widows, 9 per cent. 

Of 2,094 spinsters, 1,954 married bachelors, 84 per cent.; and 140 
married widowers, 6 per cent. 

Of 214 widows, 99 married widowers, 46 per cent. ; and 115 married 
bachelors, 53 per cent. 

The men who married under 25 were 1,007, 43 per cent. of the whole 
number married; under 30 years, 738, 31 per cent.; under 35 years, 273, 
11 per cent. The women who married under 20 years were 479, 20 per 
cent.; under 25 years, 1,201, 52 per cent. ; under 30 years, 331, 14 per 
cent. ; under 35 years, 114, 4 per cent. 

The greatest number of marriages (1,218) took place in the December 
quarter. This is 18 above the March quarter, which is usually reckoned 
the highest. 

The signatures by mark in the certificates are 259. 
hundred of the whole number of signatures is 5°6. The signatures by 
mark in 1880 were 275, 6 per cent. Of the 259 signatures by mark, 38 
per cent. were those of men; 61 per cent. those of women.
